This man reflects per­ 
fectly the 
infinite 
being called God. 
And this statement accords with the 
description 
of 
creation 
in 
the 
fir*t 
chapter of Genesis, which 
say s that 
God made man in “ h is own im a g e" and 
a fter Hi* likeness. 
If God made man 
in His imag e, it is certain that man 
must be ex a ctly like h is creator. 
When 
we recall that the one only cause is di­ 
vine Mind, Spirit, Life, Love, then we 
see that man in the imag e of his crea ­ 
to r must 
be spiritual, eternal, loving 
and g ood, like h is divine Principle. 


The Unity of Good 


Reviewing our 
discussion from this 
point, we see that we have, first 
a 
perfectly g ood 
God 
who 
is 
infinite 
Spirit, or Mind. 
Nex t, we have a per­ 
fectly g ood universe which is spiritual 
or mental, and consists of those ideas 
and g ood. 
Then we 
j | have a perfectly g ood man included in

The Appearance Of Evil 


We seem to ex ist in a matter bod^ 
which i* a part of a material universe. 
But vvliat dependence may we place on 
the five phy sical 
souses 
which alone 
testify to the reality of this ex istence? 
At best the testimony * it the phy sical 
senses i* fa ulty ami unreliable. 
Many 
familiar illustrations of tlx* unrelia bil­ 
ity of sense test imonv could be cited. 
Every one 
knows 
that 
the sense of 
taste is deceptive find sometimes makes 
very cold thing s seem hot. 
The sense 
of hearing often seems to make sound 
orig inate in some place where it does 
not. 
To illustrate the deceptive nature j 
o f the sense of touch, one need only ] 
cro * * the second fing er over the index 
fing er, and, a fter closing his ey es, roil 
a pencil or small round object on a flat 
surface. 
There will appear to be two 
of tho*e round objects instead of one, 
it the sg nse-festimony 
is 
left uncor 
reefed. 
If these senses cannot testify truly 
of material thing s, how can they he ex ­ 
p e c te d to g ive reliable evidence reg ard 
ing those thing s which are spiritual and 
eternal? 
A* a matter of fa ct, the | hv- 
ical *e i,*es ha ve no hig her conception 
of 
reality 
than 
that 
which 
can 
he 
weig hed ami measured, whereuis spirit 
ual sense recog nizes as substance only 
that which is imponderable and infinite. 
Beg inning 
with 
the objective uni 
verse, many philosophers, reasoning in 
ductively from 
effect 
back 
to cause, 
ultimately arrive 
by 
way 
of 
atoms, 
ions, or electrons, at 
what they call 
force or energ y . 
Mrs. Eddy a ttributes 
t<i what she terms “ mortal m ind" all 
that seems to be material, <‘\il and mor­ 
tal. 
This term “ mortal m ind" i* used 
by Mrs. Eddy , a* the best term a va il­ 
able, to describe the false sense of in­ 
tellig ence and life that claims to ex ist 
as the antipode of God. 
But she ex ­ 
plain* that the real Mind ami creator 
i* not mortal, but immortal; not hum­ 
an, 
but 
divine. 
Thus the 
world 
<>t 
sense-perception is left without a di 
vine cause. 
The 
troublesome 
thing 
called matter is left outside the realm 
of divine reality . 
It is found to have 
no real a uthority and no enduring sub 
stance. 
Of 
this 
fleeting , 
temporary 
sense of substa nce Paul said: 
“ Tin1 
thing s which 
are 
seen 
are temporal; 
but the thing s which are not seen are 
eterna l.” 
(IT Cor. iv. IS). 


Pain And Suffering Illusive 


Because the mortal, material body is 
not conscious, it cannot, apart from the 
human mind, be painful or sore or sick. 
The human 
body 
separate 
from the 
human mind can have no sensation. 
It 
i< obvious, then, that the sense of pain 
and suffering is in the human mind and 
not in the body . 
Many have doubtless 
had the ex perience of dreaming tha t 
they were in pain when the body was 
in what is reg arded as a normal state. 
hows that all suffer 


many cases of chronic poisoning in the 
human sy stem be traceable to a chronic 
disposition to 
g i\e 
way 
to the emo­ 
tions? 
1* it not as reasonable to admit 
this as to recog nize the fact that acute 
fear immedia tely manifests itself in a 
blanched fa ce? 
If one is oblig ed to ad­ 
mit the mental cause of some kinds of 
phy sical disease, why 
not 
ag ree with 
( hristian Science 
that, 
primarily , all 
disease is due to a mental ca use? 
This 
does not mean that all disease is the 
result of conscious fear of wilful sin. 
Many ty pes of disease are effects of 
latent 
lea r, 
hereditary 
temperament, 
superstition, ig norance, or some of the 
g enerally accepted beliefs of the human 
mimi which 
seem 
to 
operati* a* law. 
Supposi* a man to In* sick from one or 
more 
<«t 
these 
mental 
causes. 
Will 
drug s euro him? 
Is there.a ny a ntitox in 
that will destroy hatred, or any serum 
that will prevent fear, 
Nothing but the 
i knowledg e that God is Love and that 
man a* the imag e of God is in reality 
| nothing less 
than 
the 
ex pression of 
Love, ariti therefore, 
cannot and does 
not tear or hate, will effect a permanent 
i cure i n sueh a *-a se. 


Fear Overcome 


But, y ou *ay , wha t of a material uni­ 
verse and mortal man? 
What of the 
ex istence into which mortals seem to 
have been born and out of which they 
appear to pass into an uncertain and 
indefinite future sta te? 
What of *in 
and suffering and sickness ami dea th ’ 
What of evil, and matter? 
We sh all 
not ig nore them, althoug h we ha ve al- 
readv seen why in the best sense they 
cannot be real for the simple reason 
that they .ire 
not g ood. 
No one be­ 
lieve* that evil is g ood, althoug h he j 
may try to make himself believe that I 
in sorm* way it has been provided for 
his benefit. 
We 
ha ve beg un 
with a] 
g ood cause, which made all “ that was! 
m a de.” 
Effect 
must 
be 
like cause. 
Evil is riot like g ood. 
Matter is not 
like Spirit. 
Therefore, wha tever final 
disposition i* made of evil and matter, 
they cannot reasonably be attributed 
to the one g ood, spiritual cause. 


Unrea lity Of Evil 


('hristian Science 
ing and disea se is a dream from which 
the dreamer needs to be a wa kened. The 
first step in the direction of freedom 
from this evil dream of disea se and 
mortality is to know that these evil* 
are not of God. 
God never made a ny ­ 
thing that is not g ood. 
Furthermore, 
God, being a lwa y s g ood, cannot make 
use of evil for bny purpose or tolerate 
its ex istence in any form. 
The Christian Scientist is willing to 
admit tha t suffering and disease seem 
to exist, and that 
matter often seems 
quite real a nd very painful. 
He does 
not deny tha t to human sense this is 
o, but seeks to correct this fa lse sense 
of thing s with the truth of being . 
He 
finds that by a process of substituting 
in consciousness the ideas tha t are g ood 
for those beliefs that are evil, he can 
t ree himself from the sense of pain and 
suffering , which is called sickness, as 
surely as he can, by a similar mental 
process, resist and overcome the temp­ 
tation to sin. 
Evil, pain and disease are 
without divine authority or actual ex ­ 
istence and cannot even seem to ex ist 
to one who 
is 
fully 
conscious of the 
allness and ever-presenee of g ood. 


I 
All that i* real e\i*ts a* tin* effect of 
an intellig ent cause, divine .Mind. 
One 
i has only to look at a badly frig htened 
persoi to -y e that he ma nifests little or 
no intellig ence while under the swa y of 
1 fear. 
Therefore, we may conclude that 
lear i* not the manifestation of an in­ 
tellig ent cause. 
It i* plain that if one 
j could be free 
from lear it would be 
g reatly to his advantag e. 
Many are 
I ready to point out the e\i! effects of 
fear. Tlx y are even quite ready to urg e 
j their friends not to be afraid, but they 
; are not a lwa y s able to tell them why 
• they have 
no 
need 
to fear. 
Worry , 
] which is a phase of fear, is commonly 
¡reg arded as being (even from the ordi- 
i nary point of v iew) entirely <*part from 
j normal processes of thoug ht. 
Of this 
| abnormal mental 
condition 
Albert 
S. 
Gray , a phy sicia n, 
ha* 
recently said, 
“ 
No two thing s can occupy the *ame 
sp ace at the same time and no man can 
think or do 
two 
thing s 
at 
the same 
time. 
Therefore we cannot think when 
\ve worry , and conversely 
we cannot 
worry when we think; either one a bso­ 
lutely destroy s the other.” 
Christian Scientists ha ving discerned 
the fact tha t fear is*not an a ttribute of 
God, are beg inning to understand why 
it is no part of man, who is in the like­ 
ness of God. 
They reason tha t God is 
the only ca use and is g ood. 
Fear is not 
g ood. 
Therefore, it is not the effect of 
the one only cause and consequently i* 
without actua l ex istence. 
There is no 
fear in the universe of God and nothing 
in that universe of which man could be 
afraid. 
There is no g ood in fear, for 
“ fear hath torm ent," hence there is no 
God in it, and no truth in it. 
Christian 
Scientists do not, however, claim to 
have demonstrate*! as vet that they are 
entirely immune from fear; but they are 
much le*s fea rful than 
formerly , and 
consequently , much less subject to di­ 
sease and disaster. 


ing of his childhood ex perience and of 
his parents, said, “ The most woeful 
fevers would break out in tlx* cotta g es 
all about us, and decimate the neig h­ 
bors, and they (his parents) were a l­ 
way s at hand to help, g oing and com­ 
ing as the sunshine g oes and comes, 
never thinking of cha ng ing their g a r­ 
ments. 
Vet they never caug ht a fever, 
nor did a ny of their children, nor felt 
the slig htest toug h of fea r." 
It should be seen from vvliat has been 
briefly sta ted with reg ard to tlx* cause 
and 
cure 
of 
disease 
that 
the 
best 
“ health insura nce” one can have is 
¡real presence of Mind, or the God g iven 
a bility to think truly at all times and 
under all circumstances. 


Hea lth and Wealth Universa l 


Health, according to ( ’hristian science 
is not personal. 
It i* universal. 
It i* 
mental wholeness or completeness. 
It 
is spiritual perfection. 
It is reflected 
by the individua l. 
It does not. orig ­ 
inia te with him, nor does it belong to 
one more than to another. 
It is like 
the 
lig ht- impel*onaI 
and 
universal. 
I or one to have it does not prevent all 
from sharing it. 
Real wealth or true substa nce is not 
only universa l, but indiv isible. 
For one 
to jKissess it does not make it neces­ 
sary , or possible, that others should bo 
d r i ve d of it. 
Even in da ily ex per­ 
ience it is seen, from a purely human 
point of view*, that those qua lities or 
cha racteristics which make for true suc­ 
cess are intellig ent a ctivity , 
fa ithful 
persistence, courag e, honesty , fidelity , 
etc. 
Christian Science show* that these 
qualities, if enduring , are not personal, 
but on the contrary are attributi** of 
the one infinite Mimi, or God. 
There­ 
fore they are universal and ma y be re­ 
flected and manifested by all. 
Thus all 
may be conscious of tlx* only enduring 
substance, and to be conscious of its 
ever-presenee is to reflect, and manifest 
divine Love, which, Mr*. Eddy savs, “ 
is 
impartial and universal in its a da pta ­ 
tion 
and 
bestowa ls.” 
(Science 
ami 
Health, p. 13.) 
So real wea lth, or abun­ 
dance, is as free as the sunshine and 
a* universa lly ava ila ble as truth. 
But 
tlx* human sense of substa nce has often 
been that which is finite and div isible— 
that which may be boug ht and sold, 
borrowed, leased ami lost. 
( >ur g reatest 
American poet, discrimina ting between 
the talse aix l true sense of substance, 
sji i «1 : 


At the d e vil’s booth all thing s are sold. 
Each ounce of dross costs it* ounce of 
g old; 
For a cap ami b ells our lives we pay , 
Bubbles we buy with a whole sou l’* 
ta sking ;

Science know that it is quite unlike 
every form of mesmerism. 
It even (lif­ 
ters from what is ordinarily referred 
to as “ ta ith cure. ” 
While J esus in his 
ministry often required faith of those 
who were seeking to be healed, and 
('hristian Science tea ches that faith is 
in itself a desirable qua lity , y et some­ 
thing more than the ex ercise of wha t 
may be termed “ blind fa it h ” is involv­ 
ed in the practice of true Christian 
Scientists. 
The “ pray er of fa ith ” as 
understood in ( ’hristian Science is in 
fact the pray er of spiritual understand­ 
ing . 
This pray er is the ex a ct opposite 
of that form of mental trea tment which 
consists in the ex ercise of human will­ 
power or the effort of one person to 
control or influence tlx* thoug hts of a n­ 
other by g ieans of mesmerism or mental 
sug g estion. 
The pray er o r trea tment of the Chris­ 
tian Scientist is based upon his spirit­ 
ual understanding or discernment of the 
fa c t that there is but one Mind. 
The 
mesmerit * endeavors are based upon 
the belief that there are minds ma ny 
and tha t one ot these many minds can 
influence another tor g ood or evil. Here­ 
in lies the dang er of mesmerism or men­ 
tal sug g estion; whereas the sa fety of 
Christian Science practice consists in 
its entire dependence upon the power o f 
one infinite Mind, the effect of which 
can bo only g ood. 
It will be seen tha t in depending up­ 
on tlx* divine Mind, or 
G o d , to east out 
and 
destroy 
tlx* 
evils 
of 
sill find 
disease, the Christian Scientist is not 
endeavoring To hold his patient under 
any sort of so-called mental control. 
Nor is the Christian Science practitioner 
try ing by means of thoug ht tra nsfer­ 
ence or mental sug g e*tion to cha ng e 
his pa tient's belief about sickness or 
disease. 
II»* 
is 
seeking 
throug h 
his 
spiritual 
understanding 
of 
the 
all- 
power of g ood to prove the unrea lity 
and powerlessness 
of 
evil— sin, fea rr 
disease and death, thereby demonstra t­ 
ing m a n ’s freedom from such evil sug ­ 
g estion*: 
There can be no reaction or 
other harmful effect from such trea t­ 
ment. 
To 
illustrate; 
Suppose 
one 
raises a window shade and lets the lig ht 
of day into a darkened room, he does 
not feel that 
by so 
doing 
he has 
hang ed the darkness into lig ht. Neither 
does he wintess any conflict or strife be­ 
tween the lig ht and darkness, for there 
is none. 
He merely has let t h e ’’lig ht 
come into the room tha t seemed dark 
and displace the 
sens« ' of darkness, 
which is never a ny thing more than the 
seeming absence of lig ht. 
The a ctivity 
of divine Mind in human consciousness 
destroy ing erroneous conditions of be­ 
lief is as peaceful and harmless as the 
action of lig ht coming into a darkened 
room and dispelling the darkness. 


Means Of Deliverance 


t ii 
investig a tor were to inquire 
how ali this came to pass, and could 
have a concrete answer from all tLe 
< hristian 
Scientists 
on 
earth, 
that 
answer would be, “ 
It is because we 
ha ve come to know that God i> g ood.’ ’ 
A simple answer, is it not? 
And y et 
no more simple, and scarcely less pro­ 
found, than 
the 
declaration 
< t the 
apostle J ohn tha t “ God is love.” 
< I 
.J ohn iv. 8 .) 
If a* J ohn say *, “ God is 
love. ’ then God must also We infinitely 
g ood, for all will ag ree that God is in­ 
finite. and surely infinite, universal, di­ 
vine L ve is identical with all that is 
g ood. 
Christian Science toaehe* that God i* 
not both g ood and evil, but that He is 
g ood only . 
Therefore, God. a* under­ 
stood in Christian Science, is all g ood 
and alway s g ood. 
He is; never a ny thing 
less than g ood, nor ever any thing less 
than infinite. 
So a- a basis for our di*- 
eussiou oi Christian Science in some of 
;ts phases, we ha ve the fundamental 
proposition 
that 
God 
is 
g ood, 
not 
merely in a rela tive » en*e, but a lwa y s 
and forever immutably and perfectly 
g ood. 


Christian s. ienee in ex pla ining the 
unreal nature of evil first declares tha t 
matter, being non-inteliig ent, cannot be 
conscious* of evil. 
It cannot of itself 
sin or have the impulse to sin. 
J t ca n­ 
not ht? 
hateful, dishonest 
or afraid. 
What, then, sins? 
God cannot behold 
or look upon evil or iniquity . 
He ca n­ 
not have created evil. 
Therefore, He 
cannot know 
or

of it. 
<'hristian Science consequently * m a k e s 
the positive assertion that evil, being 
utterly opposed 
to

Why Suffering Should Be Opposed 


The question 
is 
sometimes asked, 
“ Since the Bible contains a record of 
human suffering , 
why 
does Christian 
Science, which is said to be founded 
upon the Scriptures, teach that suffer­ 
ing should be opposed? ” 
Christian Science is a restoration or 
rediscovery of 
primitive Christianity . 
It is based upon the life and works of 
Christ J esus, who was the founder of 
Christianity . 
Christian Science, there­ 
fore, accepts J esus as the master Chris­ 
tian. 
The question arises, “ 
What was 
the a ttitude 
of Christ 
J esus toward 
human suffering ? ” A study of the g os­ 
pels reveals the fact that while the a t­ 
titude of J esus toward the sufferer was 
one of g reat compassion, he neverthe­ 
less a pparently reg arded suffering and 
disease as illeg itima te. He declared tha t 
he came not to 
destroy , but 
to fulfil. 
He came, in other words, to do the will 
of the Fa ther, God, who is the source 
of all real law. 
We find tha t much of 
the ministry of J esus consisted in hi* 
work of destroy ing sickness, suffering , 
*in and death. 
If Christ J esus came to

It is recorded 
that he went about “ doing g ood” and 
“ healing all manner of sickness and all 
mariner of disea se among the people.” 
The conclusion 
ag ain 
is 
tha t if the 
truth as ta ug ht by Christ J esus makes 
free from 
sickness and disease, then 
these evils are the opposite of truth 
and should be opposed and ca st out as 
being -no part of the purpose and plan 
of God for man, who is created in His 
likeness. Christian Science tea ches that 
the works of J esus were done in a c­ 
cordance with divine law. 
It teaches, 
therefore, tha t the same works can be 
done ag ain in the same wa y , for real 
law never varies in its operation. 


Disease Ha s A Mental Cause 


What of the ex perience ca lled sick­ 
ness, or disea se? 
Pra ctica lly all are fa ­ 
miliar with the fa ct recog nized and ad­ 
mitted by phy sicia ns, that certa in kinds 
of disease ha ve a mental cause. 
Chris­ 
tian Science declares that all disease 
has a mental cause 
Human emotions, such as fear, ang er, 
worry , hatred, etc., are now said to pro­ 
duce poisonous conditions on or in the 
phy sical body . 
If this is so ma y not 


Heredity Not -Law* 


No more discourag ing and distressing 
thoug ht confronts mankind than the be­ 
lief in 
hereditary transmission of di 
sease or of certain evil tendencies and 
traits. 
When the so-called law of here­ 
dity seems to have resulted in a vig or­ 
ous constitution

traits of mind and character, we are apt 
to rejo ic e that the individual lias de­ 
rived these from his prog enitors,

when the inheritance is that of diseased 
phy sique o r evil menta lity , there is re­ 
g ret and despair in place of rejoicing . 
If we are to admit that g ood tenden­ 
cies can be transmitted by heredity , we

transmissible. 
But 
Mrs. 
Eddy has freed thousands from bondag e 
to belief in hereditary transmission by 
her tea ching that “ heredity is not a 
la w " (,Science and Health, pa g e 17 8 ). 
Christian 
Science 
teaches, 
as 
J esus 
taug ht, tha t God is the only Fa ther of 
man. 
It shows that in his true nature 
man is the offspring of Spirit. 
M a n’s 
orig in being divine Mind and that Mind 
being infinitely g ood, man can ha ve no 
evii heritag e. 
His heritag e is the heri­ 
tag e of g ood and of g ood only . 
He is 
therefore not subject to hereditary ta int 
or conta mina tion. 
Purity and perfec­ 
tion are m a n ’s divine rig ht and are de­ 
rived from his heavenly Father. 
Today 
in many insta nces Christian Science is 
healing so-called hereditary disea ses and 
cong enital defects throug h 
the under­ 
standing tha t there is no law of God 
to sustain them 
and 
tha t, therefore, 
they ha ve no rig ht to ex ist. 


Man-Made Laws Not Good 


The entire ca teg ory of man-made laws 
and beliefs, sjieh for ex ample, as those 
that claim to control the effect of food, 
climate, conta g ion and many other g en­ 
erally a ccepted beliefs are being proved 
not to lie real law. The understa nd­ 
ing tha t God is the only law-maker 
shows at once tha t so-called material 
law* are not of His ordaining aix i have 
no divine a uthority and no real power 
over man. 
Ta ke the question of clima te 
influence. 
Christian 
Science 
tea ches 
that it is not tlx* weather, but the be­ 
lief about it, tha t makes clima te either 
in jurious or otherwise. Consequently it. 
shows tha t 
only rig ht thinking 
will 
chang e wrong believing and free one 
from fea r of clima te or of its supposed 
effects. 
Mrs. Eddy once treated a woman who 
breathed with difficulty when the wind 
was in the east. 
After trea ting her a 
lew moments the breathing became nat­ 
ural. 
The wind, however, continued to 
blow 
directly 
from the east. 
(Se<w 
Science and Hea lth, p. 18 4.) This proves 
tha t it wa s not the direction of the 
wind, but the belief about it, tha t had 
made this w om a n’s brea thing difficult 
before she wa s relieved by Christian 
Science trea tment. 
It is evident tha t 
such cha ng es ta ke place in conscious­ 
ness and tha t the mental process which 
substitutes the correct idea for the mis­ 
taken belief and its supposed pena lty , is 
not at all affected by the sta te of the 
weather. 
This tends to show tha t real 
atmosphere is mental, or spiritua l, as 
was indica ted by Paul when he said, 
“ 
For in him (Spirit or Mind) we live, 
and move, and have our b ein g ” ( A c t s 
x vii. 28 .) 


Contag ion Not to be Fea red 


The beliefs about infection and con­ 
tag ion 
are consta ntly cha ng ing , 
but 
practically all phy sicians ag ree tha t a 
calm and fea rless state of thoug ht is a 
g reat protection to the individua l in 
times of epidemic or threa tened epidem­ 
ic of disease. 
Dr. Robert Colly er, writ- 


( hrist J esus, while understa nding the 
universal nature of g ood and tha t man 
as the son of God is eterna lly supplied 
with all g ood, nevertheless recog nized 
that mankind needs food and raiment. 
But in pointing the true wa y to find 
ufficient for temporal needs he said, 
“ Seek y e first the king dom of God, and 
his rig hteousness; and all these thing s 
shall be added unto y ou .” 
(Ma tthew 
v i. 3 3.) 
Rig ht thinking bring s a sense 
of abunda nce today a s surely as it did 
two thousand y ears ag o. 
it 
is well, 
however, to remember that J esus did 
not say to seek fir>t tlx* thing s, and 
the king dom of God would be added. 


Christ, and Christ J esus 


Frequently students of the g ospels 
fail to make the proper distinction be­ 
tween the terms Christ and J esus. They 
often consider 
these 
terms as being 
sy nony mous, whereas they cannot, as 
Mrs. Eddv points out, be properly so 
used. 
Christ 
is the spiritual eternal, 
cha ng eless, 
universal 
truth 
of 
God, 
which has been discerned to a g reater 
or less ex tent in all ag es, but which ap­ 
peared in its perfection as an individual 
ideal in ( hrist J esus. 
As the one who 
best 
understood 
and 
most 
perfectly 
demonstrated the ( iiri>t, Truth, in heal­ 
ing sickness and sin, J esus was the 
Way shower and Ex emplar for mankind. 


J esus Not God 


If we are to believe, as some have 
taug ht, tha t J esus was God, then we 
must also believe that God was born of 
Mary , tha t God was “ tempted of the 
devil ” (M a tt. iv. 
1), that 
God suf­ 
fered in Gethseinane, tha t God was dead 
and was resurrected. 
Yet this cannot 
log ically be affirmed concerning God if 
we a ccept the 
Scriptural 
proposition 
that He is eternal Life, that H<* “ ca n­ 
not he tempted with e vil” (J a mes i. 13), 
and that Ho is infinite, immutable Spirit. 
Truth, Love as most Christians believe. 
Furthermore, J esus said, “ Our Father 
which art in heaven, Ha llowed be thy 
na m e.” (M a tt. vi. 11.) 
Wa s he refer­ 
ring to himself? 
A g a in,he said at the 
tomb of Lazarus, “ Father, I tha nk thee 
that thou hast heard m e.” (J ohn xi. 
41.) 
Was he g iving tha nks to himself? 
And in spea king of Lazarus he had said, 
“ This sickness is not unto death, but 
for the g lory of God, that the Son of 
God mig ht be g lorified thereby .” 
Is it 
not plain tha t J esus did not reg ard him­ 
self as Go<l, hut knew in his true, spir­ 
itual nature lie was the Son of God, 
and that his demonstration of the pow­ 
erlessness of sin, disease arid death was 
for tlx* g lory of God, his Father? 


Pray er and Atonement 


Christian Science tea ches its a dher­ 
ents to “ 
pray without cea sing ,” and 
consta ntly to seek a hig her and better 
understa nding of the true nature of 
God, and of man as His likeness. 
Fur­ 
thermore, it requires the demonstration 
of this understanding in rig ht thinking 
and rig ht living . 
Such thinking results 
in the lessening of sin and disease. This 
is the pra ctica l atonement to which Mrs. 
Eddy fefers as “ the ex emplification of 
ma n's unity with God.” 
(Science and 
Health, p. 18 .) 
Christian Scientists be­ 
lieve tha t in no other wa y can they 
realize the full import of wha t has been 
mista kenly reg arded as the 
vicarious 
atonement of Christ J esus, but which 
was in fa ct the perfect demonstration 
of m a n ’s at one ment with God, and this 
rendering of the word “ a tonem ent” is 
not used by Mrs. Eddy alone, but is 
being g iven by modern scholars as the 
correct translation. 


Christian Science and Mesmerism 


Some who are unfa milia r with its

and

suppose that 
( hristian Science is in its nature akin 
to mesmerism or is some form of mental 
sug g estion. 
Those who are familiar 
with 
the 
true 
nature 
of 
Christian 


Mind Alone Hea ls 


It would be entirely inconsistent with 
the Principle of Christian Science to a t­ 
tempt to combine its practice with the 
practice of medicine. ’I'*» the ex tent tha t 
material means were employ ed by the 
meta phy sician and to the ex tent tha t 
he compromised with matter and placed 
his dependence thereon, to tha t ex tent 
would he stultify hi* fa ith in the pow'er 
of Mind a* the healer of disease. 
B y 
such methods the pra ctitioner would be­ 
come like th e“ King dom divided a g a inst 
itself,” which, Christ J esus said, “ 
is 
broug ht to desola tion” (Ma tt, x ii., 2 5 ). 


True Christian Charity 


Christian Scientists are not, as some 
have thoug ht, entirely devoid of the 
cha rita ble instinct. 
In times of g rea t 
disaster Christian Science churches ha ve 
often been the first to contribute to 
relief funds, 
and their 
contributions 
have been 
notably g enerous. 
Ma ny 
Christian Scientists 
are 
reg ular 
sup­ 
porter* of worthy public charitable and 
philanthropic institutions. 
Many other 
Christian Scientists are daily eng a g ed 
in individual effort to relieve those who 
arc oppressed by sickness, sin, poverty , 
ig norance and fear. 
Much of this work 
is done by them “ 
without money and 
without price.” 
Home 
one 
has said, 
“ The noblest charity is to prevent a 
man from a ccepting cha rity ; and the 
best alms arc to show and enable a 
man to dispense with a im s.” 
I f this is 
a correct definition of true cha rity , then 
it 
may be said tha t 
the 
Christian 
Science church is a cha rita ble org a niza ­ 
tion which encircles the g lobe, for in all 
parts of the world it is lifting ma n­ 
kind out of bondag e to poverty , dis­ 
ease, and incompetency , and into health, 
usefulness; and a reasonable prosperity . 


Reason and Revela tion 


Reason is g enerally considered to bo 
a purely human factor, and that, which 
is spiritual or supersensible is thoug ht 
to be bey ond the ken of reason. 
How­ 
ever, God said throug h Isaiah, “ Coine, 
now, and let us reason tog ether,” and 
Christian Scientists are beg inning to 
understand that in ex tending this in­ 
vita tion to mankind God was not a sking 
an impossible thing . 
Communion wTith 
the divine Mind which is called God is 
indeed possible to one who is on this 
plane of ex istence. 
This 
has 
been 
proved 
by 
successive 
revelations 
of 
truth to human kind throug h individ­ 
uals whose spiritual preception was suf­ 
ficiently clear to make it possible for 
them to become revelators. 
This suc­ 
cession of revelation lias culminated in 
this a g e with the discovery of Christian 
S c ie n c e which its Discoverer sa y s recon­ 
ciles reason and revela tion. 


Discovery and Discoverer 


Those who have had ex perience in 
mountain climbing will recall how, a fter 
toiling up out of the narrow confines of 
the canon along the winding trails, they 
have finally been able to reach the very 
summit of the rang e. 
Ha ving a tta ined 
this ex a lted viewpoint,they ha ve paused 
to g a ze on the bea uty of the panorama 
spread before them. 
There among the 
foothills nestles the villa g e from which 
they have so la tely made their wa y . 
Yonder throug h the va lley winds the 
ever-widening river. 
On the other side 
of the valley stretches another rang e of 
mountains, its snow-capped peaks g lis- 
tfuiing in the sunlig ht. 
Nothing has been added to the land- 
enpe since tlx* traveler reached the sum­ 
mit, but he has a tta ined an eminence 
which enables him to discern tha t which 
was already there. 
This ex perience of 
tlx* tra veler illustrates the phenomenon 
of spiritual discovery . 
The seer and 
prophet in the spiritual realm becomes 
such because of his a bility to rise in 
consciousness above the narrowness and 
limita tion of material thinking to the 
a ltitude of broad, spiritua l vision. Thus 
he a tta ins the point of viewr tha t enables

Mrs. Eddy was born in Bow, X. H., 
J uly 16 , 18 21. 
She receiv ed her early 
education from 
her 
brother, 
Albert 
Baker, a graduate of Dartmouth Col­ 
lege, and at the priv ate school of Dv er 
11. Sanborn in Tilton, X. II. 
Alway s 
thoughtful 
and 
religious, 
she 
early 
united with the Congregational church 
and remained a member of that denom­ 
ination 
until 
her discov ery of Chris­ 
tian Science in 1>’6 6 . 
In 18 7 5 , hav ing 
first demonstrated the practical worth 
of her discov ery , sin* wrote and pub­ 
lished the Christian Science tex t-book, 
“ Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures.” 
In 18 7 9 she organized the 
Christian Science Church, which 
was 
later reorganized as The First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, in Boston. Massa­ 
chusetts. 
In 18 8 1
